Engineer Stevens Says It Could Be 
Built in Eight Years. 
Washington, Jan. 24.— A lock canal 
at $1 17,000,000 and 
not more 
than 
eight years to build, 
or a sea level 
canal at a cost of about $250,000,000 
and from twelve 
to fifteen years to 
build, were the tw o problems discuss -d 
during the day by the senate com mit­ 
tee on interoceanic canals. 
The lock 
type was favored bv Chiel Engineer 
John F. Stevens in charge of the con­ 
struction 
work on 
the Isthmus 
of 
Panama, wrho was before the com m it­ 
tee all day and had not finished when 
adjournment was ta.k< n for the day. 
Informal expressions of members of 
the committee 
favor Mr. 
Stevens’ 
recommendation. 
The examination of Mr. Stevens was 
conducted in executive session. 
The opinion w as 
expressed by Mr. 
Stevens that a lock canal would sup­ 
ply all the needs 
of commerce and 
that practically the 
only argument 
that could be made in favor of the sea 
level type is in the time that would 
be saved 
In conveying ships 
from 
ocean to ocean. 
The construction of 
a central lake to receive the water of 
the Chagres, it is said, would permit 
steam vessels of the largest type to 
pass through the lake under their own 
power and thereby make up most of 
the time that would be lost in passing 
through looks. 
It is the saving of time and money 
In construction 
that appeals 
to Mr. 
Stevens in his argument in favor of a 
lock canal. 
He estimated 
that the 
canal m a y be built in seven years and 
made the 
positive assertion 
on his 
reputation 
as an engineer 
that the 
construction would 
not 
take more 
than eight years at the outside. 
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Americans T ryin g to 
Bring 
France 
and Germany Nearer Together. 
Algeciras, dan. 
24.—Henry W hite, 
ambassador to Italy, and head of tho 
American delegation to the Moroccan 
conference, is m aking the weight of 
tho United States felt in frequent en­ 
deavors to bring France and Germany 
nearer together before 
the disputed

conference. 
These questions cannot long be disre­ 
garded as the discussion of the ques­ 
tion of economic reforms in Morocco 
will begin next week.

Washington, Jan. 24.— After a con­ 
ference lasting all the afternoon the 
house com m ittee on interstate and for­ 
eign com m erce 
agreed upon 
a rate 
bill to be known as the Hepburn bill 
and to be reported to the house with 
the unanimous recommendation of the 
eighteen members of the committee. 
In the main the bill is the original 
Hepburn bill, but a number of conc e s­ 
sions were made to the Democrats and 
their ideas as set forth in the Davey 
bill were freely 
incorporated in the 
perfected measure. 
Chairman Hepburn 
was congratu 
lated by all the members of his com 
mittec on the diafting of a bill upon 
which both parties could agree and 
the members of the committee assert 
confidence 
that the successful 
out­ 
come of their 
long conferences will 
have marked effect upon the atitude 
of tho senate toward the measure. 
Mr. Hepburn and the other Republi­ 
cans agreed to accept the wording of 
the Democratic bill in the provision 
for the fixing of the maximum rate. 
The am endm ent that 
was accepted 
provides 
that the commission shall 
fix a “just, reasonable and fairly re­ 
munerative rate, which shall be the 
maximum rate.” 
The amended bill also provides for 
seven mem bers of the interstate com­ 
merce commission instead of nine, as 
was provided in the original Hepburn 
bill. 
Another amendment incorporat­ 
ed at the request of the Democrats 
provided that iii cases where no dam­ 
ages are asked the commission may 
simply state its conclusions and need 
not set forth its findings. 
A section of the Davey bill requir­ 
ing that the attorney general in ap­ 
peal cases 
shall file the 
certificate 
necessary to expedite the healing was 
incorporated in the amended bill. 
An­ 
other amendment 
provides that or­ 
ders of the commission shall continue 
in 
force for three 
years unless 
re­ 
pealed. 
No existing cases are to be affected 
by the bill and all 
laws relating to 
w itnesses and the conducting of hear­ 
ings before the commission are to be 
continued. 
Mr. 
Hepburn expects 
to make 
a 
favorable report 
on the 
bill to 
the 
house during the day and expresses 
confidence that the measure will he 
onsidercd by the house within a week. 
Representative Townsend will open 
the debate on the bill.
